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"I Want To Be Happy" 



This is the season of the year .when spring is 
in the air, things are beginning to grow, the 
sun is beginning to get warm, you start thinking 
about being outside a lot — in fact it is the season 
of the year in which # it is really great to be alive. 
It is also the season of the year during which 
the Church celebrates a season of tremendous 
joy and happiness— Eastertide. It would not be 
a bad idea at all if we spent some time thinking 
of the main reason we have for joy and happi- 
ness. We went through the season of purple and 
penance, giving up things, practicing little acts 
of mortification in preparation for the Resurrec- 
tion of Our Lord. We went through Holy Week 
with its wonderful ceremonies. We tried to unite 
ourselves with the sufferings of Christ. We felt 




as though we could understand a little better why 
He has done so much for us' and realized how 
little we hove done for Him in return. 

Then suddenly the purple came off the statues, 
the organ sang out the glory of God! The church 
change'' from lavendar vestments to gold and 
white. Lilies and bright spring flowers decorated 
the altars and we were caught up in the spirit 
of joy and happiness. 



There is something, in each one of us that it 
constantly looking for joy and happiness. We 
don't want to stay sad very long. We don't feel 
like keeping a long face. Quite the contrary! We 
are always trying to be happy and looking for 
ways to achieve happiness. 

Why? 

God made us to know Him, to love Him, and 
to serve Him. By doing that we SHALL be happy, 
not only here but with Him in eternity. Thanks to 
the annual reminder that Easter is, we come to 
appreciate the fact that God opened heaven for 
us through His life and death here on earth. Now 
we have something to work toward, to give us 
drive and "get up and go." If there had been, 
no first Easter, there would be no real happiness, 
(here would be no real security. Life wouldn't 
have any meaning. What would there be to 
work for? 

There are boys and girls, however, who have 
never heard the story of the Resurrection. They 
aren't ever going to be really happy until God and 
His idea of happiness gets into their thinking. 
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Many people look for happiness in all kinds 
of things. Money will make them happy, they 
think. But if that were true, then every rich man 
would be happy. Is that true? By no means. Money 
satisfies only for a time, and it is like so many 
other things: the more you get the more you want, 
and wanting more keeps you unhappy because 
you think you can always get more. Anyone who 
has done any thinking at all knows that most 
frequently just HAVING THINGS isn't the answer 
to happiness. 

Sometimes you will look forward to some big 
event — a game, a party; a certain award. But 
when you get it, does it make you happy? After 
a litffe while you take it for granted, you forget 
about it. You go to that wonderful party, all 
dressed up, but you come home tired, sometimes 
with sore feet; it wasn't quite what you thought 
it would be.. 

Remember, away back at Christmas, you really 
wanted something for a present? Isn't it true that 
by now you have gotten used to it, lost it, worn 
it out, taken it for granted? It hasn't given you 
that lasting joy you expected. 

How often you have thought that if you could 
only get this or that", you would be completely 
happy. But when you did get it, why did you 
keep looking? Why weren't you content? Instead 
you kept getting more and more wants and they 
were harder and harder to satisfy. In other words, 
you keep getting frustrated, as those psycholo- 
gists tell us in their modern use of words. 

The only people who are REALLY happy, be- 
lieve |t or not, are those who stick close to. God 
and what He wants. That IS happiness! 

If I know I'm doing what God wants, I can 
even feel that everything is going great. I'm at 
peace within myself. Everything is rosy and it is 
easy to smile, look anyone straight in the eye, 
and have no fear about a thing. 
' . That's what the Easter season teaches u$. If 
we keep following Christ in His life, just as we 
did through Lent — especially during Passiontide 
and Holy Week — then we shall -find happiness — 
the same joy and happiness that we see the 
Church celebrating in her commemoration of the 
Easter season. -< 

You have found in your own life that there 
are times when, if you don't get what YOU want, 
you become angry, you get upset with others. AH 
that it reolly means is that you are selfish. You 
happen to be- the center, of things an*!' think only 
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of yourself. If you look- around you in school, in 
the neighborhood, among, your acquaintances, 
you can soon learn that the boys and girls who 
are always looking out for themselves have no real 
friends; you don't care to be around them be- 
cause you don't really trust them. You know if 
there is a choice between what they want and 
what you want, there isn't a chance for you. 

Peopie who make themselves the center of 
their own lives are never happy: You don't need 
anyone to tell you that. Just keep your eyes open 
and observe for yourself. Who are. your best 
friends? The ones who think of you rather than 
themselves; the ones who do what they should 
do, what God wants. That's why they are happy. 

So, to bring all this to a short conclusion: God 
rose from the dead to open heaven for us. It is 
forever ours if we do what He wants us to do. 
That means the Ten Commandments and the 
Precepts of the Church — which is just another 
way of saying that God made us to know Him, 
to love Him, and to serve Him. If that is what we 
are MADE for, then we can't possibly be happy 
unless we are doing what we were made. to do. 
What God wants in my life and how I try to do 
what He wants, is the way I learn to be happy. I 
can fry anything eise, I can go up blind alleys 
looking and tasting and trying, but Easter Sunday 
isoclies me that the only real joy is God's |oy. He 
dfed to prove that. Isn't that a pretiy good proof?
